Dear Sir, 


In lieu of the proposed vault door for the U.S. Mint at Philadelphia, contract for which 
has been awarded to us; and as a result of an interview between yourself and our Mr. 
Remmington, at the request of the Supervising Architect of the Treasury Department under date 
of Nov. 15th 1887; we will do the following described work; namely

The Outside Door and Frame to each vault will be made to fit openings in the walls, of about 
6°10” high, 3’8” wide, and 2’ thick; with hardened steel surface, 3” thick of alternate layers of 4 
five ply steel and iron welded and hardened, and % plates of cold rolled boiler iron, the courses 
of 5 ply steel and iron will be laid at right angles to each other, and all securely fastened together 
with 3/4 “5 ply Chrome steel and Iron screws, hardened, and Conical Bessemer steel bolts, with 
hardened chrome steel heads. 





The Inside Doors will be made single, and swing through the openings of the outside 
doors, and be made 2 % “ thick of alternate layers of % “ cold rolled boiler iron and 2” five ply 
steel and iron welded and hardened; and fastened in the same manner as the outside doors. 


All the doors will be provided with tongues and grooves, rubber packing, heavy round 
revolving bolt work of polished metal, nickel plated and provided with (2) 4 wheel Dexter 
Bronze Bank Locks, operating as one, and each outside door will also be provided with a 72 
hours Sargent & Greenleaf Time Lock. 


All of this work will be equal to the vault work recently done by us in the U.S. Sub 
Treasury at Philadelphia, and will be done under the personal supervision of our Mr. 
Remmington, thus avoiding the annoyance and risk to you in having strangers in or about your 
vaults; and we will be responsible for any damage or loss caused by our workmen in doing this 
work. All of which we will complete in our best workmanlike manner, (excepting the brickwork) 
for the sum of $8825 per vaults. Or we will single steel the two above described vaults as 
follows: 


1st 3/8 Cold rolled Boiler iron in whole sheets, 2nd 4” (5 ply) steel and iron welded and 
hardened, 3rd 3/8” cold rolled Boiler iron; Total 1 4 inches, with fastenings, doors, vestibules, 
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locks and workmanship the same as described for the Double steel linings, for the sum of $7431 
per vault. 


We will also make five sets of Heavy Bank Vault Doors with Time locks etc. complete, 
as hereinbefore described for the sum. Of $1500 per set. All of the work will be done to the 
entire satisfaction of yourself and the Supervising Architect.
